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Mental Illness Is 
More Than Politics 


It is good that Gov. Vandiver has 
not ruled out a more thor6ugh investiga- 
tion of an over-all mental health pro- 
gram for the state following the current 
study by five physicians of the Georgia 
Medical Assn. 

Certainly all the advice possible from 
“many experts in the mental health 
field both from within and without the 
state” is needed. It will be useless, how- 
ever, if it is to be in the same pattern as 
investigation after investigation has been 
over a period of more than two decades. 

The governor indicates the Medical 
Assn. study will relate purely to pro- 
fessional matters. That, of course, can 
answer only the immediate criticisms of 
the state hospital itself and performance 
of duty of its professional staff. 

As we pointed out in an editorial Sat- 
urday, considering the job -whjch a mea- 
ger medical staff at (Milledgeville is 
called on to perform, its efforts must be 
considered heroic indeed. While some in- 
dividual performances certainly are open 
to serious criticisms, whitewashing these 
will not end the basic faults of the insti- 
tution itself and our over-all program 
for mental illness. , 

The truth is, and all of us know it, the 
institution at Milledgeville is a monu- 
mental blot on the consciences of the 
public, the medical profession and poli- 
ticians. The problem is known by those 
with and without official responsibili- 
ties. 

As for investigations and recommen- 
dations, few institutions have had as 
many to get so little results. ‘Time after 
time the need for decentralization, for 
establishing of screening and treatment 
centers, for differentiation between the 
genuinely sick, capable of being rehabili- 
tated, and custodial welfare cases has 
been demonstrated. Yet the Milledgeville 
staff has to handle them all in an im- 
possible situation which dooms literally 
thousands of people to living death. 

Examination of studies made of the 
hospital proves conclusively that the in- 
stitution is more political than medical. 
This does not excuse our public and of- 
ficial apathy and disregard of advice by 
professional physicians, psychiatrists and 

n’s groups. 
—— Bom of the Milledgeville hospital 
makes administrative efficiency an im- 
possibility. Yet while no positive steps 
are being taken to relieve the over-all 
problem of mental illness, the patient 
load continues to increase. 

Any over-all study certainly should 
include laymen’s groups, professional ex- 
perts in mental health and physicians. 
Our present methods are so obviously 
wastes of money, human beings and ef- 
fort that to ignore thern will compound 
tragedy with tragedy.

Russians’ Berlin Bid 


\Has Split Allies Again 


The Russians have proposed that Ber- 
lin be made a free city with its status 
guaranteed by troops of the Big Four 
powers or by those of neutral nations. _ 

The United States resists. The British 
are willing to talk. France is indecisive 
as of this writing. 

Here again the U.S. position will not 
have the full support of U.S. public opin- 
ion. Berlin presently is a part of East 
Germany, though separated from that 
territory by some 110 miles at the great- 
est point. But it remains the spiritual 
capital as once it was, of course, the seat 
of government. 

But the people of the United States 
almost certainly would like to be rid of 
the tension and danger of Berlin. Here 
we have a typical example of how events 
work with the Soviets. The average per- 
son, not too interested in what Bonn 
thinks, but quite desirous of being rid 
of Berlin as a tension spot, will consider 
neutral supervision as good sense. 

Our position is one of weakness and 
we almost certainly will have to agree 
to negotiate. And in time we will accept a 
“summit” meeting which we do not de- 
sire. 

A “free” Berlin would be a great 
blow to West Germany, our ally. And it 
might be that Bonn would cause trouble. 
But a free Berlin or a U.N.-supervised 
Berlin seems increasingly likely.

now is some use being found for it. Many 
items either were stored away or unde- 
livered. 

There also is the matter of some so- 
called employes having done little or 
nothing to earn their pay. 

The complete inventory being made 
of property, together with the exchange 
of information between Mr. Collier and 
Fulton Special Investigator Paul Caden- 
head, gives promise of producing valuable 
data for the grand jury. 

The parks department shenanigans 
are typical of the looseness characteriz- 
ing the Griffin administration. The boats, 
leaky and prone to sinking, were espe- 
cially symbolic.

Gov. Vandiver’s Pledge 
To Faculties Is Timely 


Assurances from Gov. Vandiver that 
faculty member contracts for units of the 
University System will be honored dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year are indeed 
timely. This permits the Board of Regents 
to go ahead with such contracts immedi- 
ately. 

The governor’s statement followed a 
disturbing letter from the office of Chan- 
cellor Harmon Caldwell pointing out that 
Salary scales and uncertainty about 
whether the institutions would be kept 
open had created difficulties not only in 
recruiting new men but in keeping some 
of the more able faculty members now 
on hand. 

“Unless something can be done to 
make teaching positions in the Univer- 
sity System more attractive,” Dr. Cald- 
well declared, “I am afraid that it is go- 
ing to be hard for us to maintain facul- 
ties of distinction in our institutions.” 

The governor is right in giving these 
assurances and to point out that the Uni- 
versity System will receive its proper 
share of any additional state income 
which might accrue. Certainly these in- 
stitutions, if they remain open, will cost 
more as enrollment grows and if the 
economy grows. 

The statement will allay fears of 
faculty members that their jobs may be 
terminated without notice—at least for 
this year. What the long-range future 
holds is far from certain. But the state’s 
future, and that of all of us, certainly 
will depend upon keeping and improving 
a system of higher education oe the 
young men and women of this state.

The second of the big business- 
men to head defense in the Eisen- 
hower administration, Neil McEl- 
roy, has given notice that he is 
unlikely to last out the adminis- 
tration’s own tenure. He is under- 
stood to feel that he must fairly 
soon return to private life unless 
he is to sacrifice an income run- 
ning to six figures for the $25,000 
pay of the secretary of defense. 

McElroy has been one of the 
country’s great business success 
stories—soap and allied products 
in his case. So, too, was his pre- 
decessor here, Charles E. Wilson, 
the former president of General 
Motors. 

Much has been soundly said that 
handing the defense post about 
from one corporation executive to 
another is a poor way to run a 
railroad.

The great trouble, in a word, 
is not simply a too-rapid turnover 
in the businessman heads of de- 
fense. It is that these are not the 
right heads in the first place. 

The relationship between run- 
ning the Pentagon and running an 
industrial concern is more ap- 
parent than real. The fundamen- 
tal problems of industry are pro- 
duction and sales. The proper 
method is production for ultimate 
profit. The fundamental problems 
of the Defense Department are 
the uses of production. These uses 
are not and cannot be prudent; 
indeed they are essentially im- 
prudent—that is, daring and full 
of costly innovations. 

The real job of a secretary of 
defense, in short,’ is this: 1. To 
get the services the money they 
really need or resign in the at- 
tempt. 2. To crack down on them 
constantly when they try’ to in- 
trude beyond their own profes- 
sional sphere. 3. But to stay out 
of their way on matters of strat- 
egy and tactics and the employ- 
ment of weapons, which these pro- 
fessionals have devoted lifetime 
careers to learning. 

It is a job not for a businessman 
but for a master politician.

Geneva Deadlock? 


WASHINGTON—While our eyes are fixed on 
the Berlin crisis and on whether a meeting of . 
ae — we = be mn the Berlin dan- ’ 
ger, re er there can be productive negotiations 
with the Soviets on any issue will very likely come - 


sooner at 


Geneva. The issue is a three-power agreement to end nuclear- 


weapons testing with inspection. 

The block is the classical So- 
viet position that they must have 
the right to veto when, where 
and whether the inspectors shall 
be allowed to inspect. 

The Geneva conference has 
been deadlocked for long, fruit- 
less weeks over the veto. The 
breaking point seems to be at 
hand. The reason is that the 
United States and Britain have 
just advanced their furthest con- 
cession, their last best offer, to 
= a way to end this dead- 
ock, 


Both sides have said they want 
to end the testing of nuclear 
weapons. Both sides have said 
they want a dependable system 
of inspection in order to make 
sure the agreement is faithfully 
carried out. Both sides have 
agreed substantially on the scope 
and technical methods of inspec- 
tion which would be necessary. 


But would the inspectors be 
free to inspect—whenever and 


wherever they found evidence of 


an unexplained explosion? 

The Soviets said no, that each 
nation must have the right to de- 
cide for itself whether the evi- 
dence is enough to justify investi- 
gation and to veto investigation 
if it chooses. 

The Americans and British 
said yes, there must be no bar- 
rier to prevent the control com- 
mission from seeing that any 
suspicious explosion is investi- 
gated, for if the suspected vio- 


lator can block investigation then 
there is no dependable guarantee 
against violation. 


That’s the deadlock at Geneva. 
Is there a.way around it? 


The Soviets have argued that 
one reason they need a built-in 
veto over the control commission 
is that the West has a built-in 
majority (the United States and 
Britain vs. Russia) on the com- 
mission and thus the West could 
dictate~ all decisions automat- 
ically. 

That is a fair and realistic ar- 
gument and it is. at this very 
point that the United States and 
Britain have now offered to cre- 
ate a control commission which 
will have no veto for the Soviets 
and no built-in majority for them- 
selves. 

The proposal is that the control 
commission should. do its work 
by majority vote and should 
comprise seven members as fol- 
lows: . 

Three permanent members: the 
U.S.S.R., Britain and the United

Court Orders 
$12,000 Paid 
In Fall Case 


A Fulton Superior Court judge 
Tuesday ordered a former college 
professor to pay $12,000 over the 
next 10 years to a young woman 
who is paralyzed from injuries 
she received when he allegedly 
knocked her over a second-floor 
banister. 


Judge E. E. Andrews imposed 
the sentence on Milton G. Kelley, 
a former professor at Georgia 
State College of Business Admin- 
istration, when he entered a nolo 
contendere (no contest) plea to 
charges of assault with intent to 
murtier Miss Donna Maxine Arm- 
strong. 


Judge Andrews gave Kelley a 
10-year sentence which he sus- 
pended on: condition he pay Miss 
Armstrong $500 on March 20 and 
$100 on the first of each month 
thereafter ‘for a period of nine 
years and seven months.” 


Kelley previously had been con- 
victed: by a jury of assault and 
battery in the case, but the con- 
viction was reversed by the State 
Court of Appeals. 


Miss Armstrong was a 3l-year- 
old restaurant hostess when Kel- 
ley, whom she had planned to 
marry, is alleged to have knocked 
her over a banister at her West 
Peachtree street apartment. She 
suffered a broken neck and was 
paralyzed from the neck down 
by the injuries which che received 
Aug. 26, 1955. 


She appeared in court in a 
wheelchair.

Three deadlines are approach- 
ing on April 1 for Fulton Coun- 
tians, and failure to meet them 
could be costly, Tax Commission- 
er Standish Thompson warned 
Tuesday. 


That date is the final day for 
returning property for taxes, buy- 
ing new 1959 automobile license 
plates without penalty and for re- 
registration of voters about to be 
purged from voting lists for fail- 
ing to vote in the last ‘two years. 


With just 20 days remaining 
until the tag deadline, Thornpson 
said “lines are building up” and 
will “be heavy for the next 20 
days."’ About the only slack peri- 
od the office has is between 3 
and 4-p.m., he added. 


“But after 4 we're getting a 
crowd,”” Thompson explained. 


Failing to buy a tag by the 
deadline will result in a penalty 
of $1 plus 20 per cent of the tag 
price, as provided by law. 


Failure to file property for 
county taxes also is costly, 
Thompson pointed out.

College registrars have indicat- 
ed there is some confusion over 
exactly how to administer new 
regulations—particularly the col- 
lege age limit bill passed at the 
recent session of the General As- 
sembly. The new law restricts 
admission to undergraduate 
schools to students under 21. En- 
trance to professional and gradu- 
ate schools is limited to those un- 
der 25. Teachers and veterans 
are excepted, and the regents are 
empowered to make exceptions in 
other cases.

Surgery Is Cure 
For Rectal Fistula 


In the rectum a fissure is a 
cleft or break in the mucous lin- 
ing of the rectum which does not 
heal immediately and which there- 
fore becomes chronic, infected 
and ulcerated. Injury from a 
stool difficult to pass is often 
the cause, and the muscular con- 
tractions of the rectal muscle 
keep the fissure open. Very se- 
vere pain is part of the picture 
of a rectal fissure or, as it is 
more accurately called, an ano- 
rectal fissure. People often de- 
scribe the pain felt during the 
passage of a hard stool through 
the affected area as the most 
excruciating pain they have ever 
experienced. 


Sometimes such a fissure will 
heal with measures which relax 
the anal muscles, measures such 
as hot sitz-baths (20 minutes sit- 
ting in a hot tub bath once or 
twice a day), suppositories for 
relief of pain, the avoidance of 
hard stools and perhaps gentle 
dilation of the anal muscles. If 
relief of pain and healing do not 
occur, however, the fissure, which 
has now become an ulcer, can 
be easily excised and normal tis- 
sure joined together to heal. 


A fistula is quite another thing. 
This type of trouble starts with 
infection in most cases. 


There are areas in the rectum 
which are called crypts, an apt 
term, because they are pit-like 
depressions where it is easy for 
infection to start. Abcess for- 
mation, a likely result of in- 
fection, may then cause a per- 
foration into surrounding tissues 
with a later formation of this ab- 
normal passageway known as a 
fistula. These fistulas are com- 
mon in association with other 
diseases such as ulcerative coli- 
tis, regional enteritis and diverti- 
culitis. 


There is only one cure—surgery. 
Before that is done, however, 
a very careful examination should 
be made to determine the reason 
for this infectious process. In 
some instances, treatment for the 
underlying, or associated, disease 
is the first consideration. 


In fact, if the condition is as- 
sociated with ulcerative colitis it 
is wise to ignore the fistula and 
treat the ulcerative colitis, since 
in the presence of this disease 
a fistulous tract cannot be suc- 
cessfully excised.. This fact has 
been learned with sad experience, 
just as we now know that hemor- 
rhoids should not be operated 
upon in the presence of ulcerative 
colitis. 


Most rectal fistulas and those 
found elsewhere in the intestines, 
which are not uncommon in re- 
gional enteritis, require removal 
by excision. This operation is 
now done much more safely and 
successfully than in the old days— 
before we had thase useful and 
wonderful antibiotics.

A perplexed reader asks why his ball has suddenly lost its 
hook spin without any apparent change in delivery. 


The spin action formerly worked a ring into the ball as shown
